Charles, and that the weather was 
till fine, but that the barometer 
wa*, beginning to fall. 
One morning at bri nk fast, while 
lie was in the midst of reading Shel­ 
don’s latest assurance that things 
were still about tho same, a page 
boy bi ought hun a wire informing 
hun at a glance that things were 
no longer the same at nil. 
His 
father had died suddenly a few 
hours before. 
II** packed his bag and left for 
Stourton by the next tram, arriv­ 
ing at Fiveoaks towards into after­ 
noon. There he acknowledged the 
greetings of several of tho station 
staff (noting with relief that the 
sensation value of his own existence 
had considerably diminished), and 
hurried into the waiting car. This 
time the skies were darkening as

Thee. he went 
downstairs to meet the others of the 
family, among them three recent 
arrival*.

Charles w as grateful for 
this, and especially, too, that Shel­ 
don had arranged a quiet room for 
him, Ins old turret room, in which 
he could rest and read a good deal 
of the time.

Simple Design Is Best for Small F o rm a l Garden.

For the tenant in a rented house, 
or one who has just acquired a new 
hom e, a beautiful garden can be 
grown from seed sown late in the 
season. 
A form al design is suited to such 
a garden, near a house. 
It har­ 
m onizes with the building and lot 
lines and the flowers can be ar­ 
ranged in a pleading balance of 
both m ass and color without any 
touch of stiffness. 
The sim pler a form al pattern of 
flower beds can be m ade, the m ore 
surely it will please. 
It is a seri­ 
ous m istake, often m ade by begin­ 
ners, to attem pt a somew’hat novel 
or intricate pattern of beds and 
paths. 
When this is done, the at­ 
tention of garden visitors is claim ed 
by the pattern, which is likely to 
be curious rather than beautiful. 
Tile flowers are retired to second 
place, and the whole effect suffers. 
A sim ple plan, in good propor­ 
tion, which can be im m ediately

upon the beauty of the flowers, 
which is the purpose to be sought 
H ie plan above suggests such a 
garden, which has an axis center- 
mg on the porch of the house, with 
a tree as a term inal feature. Such 
a*i axis is im portant in a formal 
garden; it should center on a porch, 
a door or window, and at its other 
end there .should be something to 
take the eye, if not a tree, then 
a birdbath, an arbor, or some other 
feature. 
On either side of this axis there 
should be a general balance of both 
m a s s and color, 
which is most 
easily provided by duplicating the 
plantings on each side as the plan 
suggests. 
Of the flowers reco m m en d ed in 
tho plan, 
alyssum and nicotiana 
are fragrant, and will provide an 
e xtr a attraction for evening visi­ 
tor:-, when the frag ran ce iB most 
I intense. There are m a n y other flow­ 
ers w’hich c a n n ie grown in such a
